DATELINE  DANGER 


MOMENT  OF  TRUTH,  1974-75 


For  as  long  as  I  can  remember,  there  has 
been  an  idea  which  we  might  entitle  "Tele- 
mobility  and  our  Shrinking  World."    The 
thought  is  that  as  we  learn  to  etch  our  mes- 
sages across  the  electromagnetic  spectrum 
and  build  a  technology  to  capture  more  and 
more  of  the  nuances  in  these  messages;  we 
find  ourselves  standing  in  a  global  back- 
yard. 

But  the  problem  is  'What  do  you  say?'  What 
are  the  messages  which  perform  this  con- 
traction and  yet  preserve  the  shape  and 
symmetry  of  our  global  mosaic? 

Shortly  after  our  first  telecommunications 
satellite,  Telstar,  was  launched  "all  the 
television  networks  were  ordered  to  say 
something,  anything,  on  the  miracle  instru- 
ment. .  .CBS  combed  Europe  and  came  up 
with  a  sausage-eating  contest,  which  was 
duly  sent  back  via  the  miracle  ball,  al- 
though that  particular  news  could  have  gone 
by  camelback  without  losing  any  of  its  es- 
sence..." (John  Crosby, NYC  "Herald  TimesJ' 

KPFT  evolved  from  the  vision  of  a  "First 
Amendment -Open  Microphone"  radio  station 
and,  indeed,  the  vision  was  captivating. 
But  looking  back,  where  are  the  really  val- 
id things  that  the  station  produced,  that  you 
produced?    The  messages,  the  tiles  of  mo- 
saic and  here  somewhere;  perhaps  we  just 
did  not  know  how  to  translate  them,  how  to 
pattern  them . 


Things 


Through  the  past  months  the  new  staff  and 
management  have  worked  to  generate  a  vi- 
able radio  station,  an  electromagnetic  gal- 
lery for  those  musical  and  extra-musical 
etchings  of  telemobility.    We  have  begun  to 
reask  questions  as  to  the  nature  of  our  com- 
munity interface  and  the  orchestration  of 
the  energies  and  ideas  which  you  can  pro  -■ 
vide . 

Looking  out  from  this  conceptual  ledge  at  a 
realistic  process  of  volunteer  involvement, 
I  am  able  to  descern  these  projects  for  im- 
mediate development:  1)  research  and  pro- 
duction oriented  toward  consumer  protection; 

2)  organizing  volunteers  to  aid  in  telephone 

answering,  billing,  filing,  typing  and  cod- 
ing,  keypunching,  radio  guide  distribution, 
and  the  myriad  of  other  tasks  intimately 
tied  to  our  survival  and  efficient  operation; 

3)  finding  electrical  engineering  students 
and  neophytes  to  work  with  our  chief  en- 
gineer; 5}  auditioning  and  cateloguing  of 
tapes;  and  6)  locating  people  to  do  research 
for  our  news  and  public  affairs  department

break  boundary  at  which  the  system  sudden- 
ly changes  into  or  passes  some  point  of  no 
return  in  its  dynamic  process."

Memphis  Slim  Is  one  of  those  characters    ' 
whose  name  has  always  caused  confusion. 
Though  born  in  Memphis  he  never  actually 
recorded  there.    In  1939,  at  the  age  of  24 
Peter  Chatman  was  forced  to  head  to  Chi- 
cago if  he  wanted  to  continue  making  his 
living  from  piano.    The  era  of  recorded 
music  had  arrived  and  the  only  source  of 
Income  became  studios  and  the  slop  joints, 
honky-tonks,  and  rent  parties  which  grew 
with  them. 

Bui  Slim  was  in  good  company,  joining 
Sonny  Boy  Williamson,  Lonnie  Johnson,  Jos 
Williams,  Memphis  Minnie,  and  Big  Bill 
Broonzy  to  name  a  few.    He  played  with 
them  all  and  learned  all  the  while.    This 
album  is  solo  Slim-Just  his  voice  and  pi - 
ano-in  a  trubateto  some  of  the  legendary 
blues  performers.    He  includes  "Queen  Bee" 
(Memphis  Minnie),   "Diggin  My  Potaloas" 
{Big  Bill  Broonzy  and  Washboard  Sam) , 
"Backwater  Blues"  (Bessie  Smith),  "Mean 
Mistreatin  Mama"  (Leroy  Carr) ,  a  couple  of 
Walter  Davis  tunes  and  "Muddy  Water" 
(Merline  Johnson) . 

Not  only  does  he  tickle  the  keys  throughout 
but  he  even  gives  some  topical  lyrics  a  new 
perspective.
